LABOR LEADERS ARRESTED.

PiTTsni'Ro, ,Tnly 19.— John McLnckle, 
^rgess, or chief mtinicipal officer of 
'^omeetetd, iil«pt last night on a cot in 
one of the cells of the conntj Jail. Tv\o- 
grams are being 8ent to a doien points 
between her* and New York teekiag tha 
aid of the police authorities for the ar- 
rest of Hngh O'Donnell, the leader of 
the strikers, and warranta are in the 
hands of the officers of the law tar seven 
otlier prominent participants in the 
troubles iit HoTiiestead. and who are bnt 
the vanguard of a small army of strik- 
en that it ia propoaad to bring before 
the bar of the law. 

The intention of tho ('ainegie com- 
pany to institiitt' inoctH'iliiips aj^ainst tho 
Homestead leailviH iu the event of the 
county authorities failing to take cog- 
nisance of the recent, riot, waa carri^ 
into effect much qnicker than had been 
anticipated or than the anthorities at 
the executive offices who feared the ef- 
fect of aprematnre publication of tli*-ir 
intentions were willing to intimate. 
The'preliminary stages of the proceed- 
ings were conducted with considerable 
secrecy. 

It was shortly before noon when Sec- 
retary Lovejoy. of the Camet?i" com- 
jjany. sauntered leisurely into the nfiiie 
of Alderman .1. V. McMasters, at Dia- 
mond and (Jraiit streets. He was nnac- 
contpanied, and by a peculiar coinci- 
dence nobody but the alderman was in 
the office at the time, the constable at- 
tached to the place being behind the 
closed doors of the ante-room. Secre- 
tary Lovejoy stated that ho desired to 
lay inlniiuati'iiis t)_!>:aiUHt a number of 
men chtugiug the crime of murder, and 
the aldeman proceeded to draw up th*" 

The informations set forth thnt in 
Mifflin towufhip, in the county of .\ile- 
gheny and the state of Pemi.syh auia 
on the (ith of .fnly. tlie defeiidants did of 
their own uiaiice al'orelliouiclit feloni 
ously and riotously with force of arms 
and deiidly weapons kill and murder T 
J. Connors, a Pinkerton watchman, and 
Silas Wayne, a worker at the mills, and 
that this infonnation was made upon 
information received and believed to be 
true by the deiioneiit, w)io therefore 
prayed that wan-ants nii:,'lil is.^ue aTid 
that the men to be named might be ar- 
rested and held .on the charge of mirr- 
der. < 

When this document had been drawn 
up the alderman snL,'yested that it 
would be bettertohave twoint'ormations, 
one relating' to tlie killiu;^ of Coniiors 
and the otlier to that of Wayne, and a 
second pajier was accordingly made out. 
Secretary Lovejoy then named as the 
men accused: Hngh O'Donnell, John 
McLuckie. Sylvedter' Critchtow. An- 
thony Flaherty, Samuel Burke. .lames 
Flannigan and Hu;j;h Ross. In one in- 
formation the name of O'Domiell utood 
first, while in the other it stood 
second. 

When the papers had been completed 
Secretary Lovejoy li.stened to the read- 
ing of the oath, kissed the Bible, atH.ved 
his si^ruature to the infonnation, but- 
toned his sack coat, shook hands with 
the justice and .sauiiteied out of the 
office as leisui'ely and, to all outward 
appearance, as free from care and 
anxiety as he had entered a half hour 
before. 

No time waa lost by JI;c;isti-ate Mc- 
Masters in making out tlio warrants, ami 
shortly before 3 o'clock they weie en- 
trusted to Conatables Joseph Weber, ,W. 
J. H orx4s and Mike J. Price, who at 
once left for Homestead. 

On their arrival they made known 
their bnsint ss to (ieneral Snowden, who 
referred tliem to Colonel (Trei'u, in com- 
mand uf the provost jijuai'd. The latter 
detailed two companies of soldiers to ais- 
company the constables, and the latter 
visited the houses of all the men wanted 
bnt without result. Not one of them 
was at home, and most of tho residences 
were locked in d.ii kness. When the oHi- 
cers returned to ihis city tow, ml dusk 
they were surprised to find that Burgess 
McLnolde had gotten out of town while 
they were searching for him and had al- 
ready surrendered himself to the alder- 
man. He was in the office in ( ompany 
with Attorney Brenjran, of flie Amal- 
ganuited association, and s(?veral ti iends. 
The warrant was formally served iipon 
him, and to the magistrate he .-.aiil that 
he had already sent word to the other 
men who were wanted to OOOM into 
town and suneuder. 

To those around him MeLiidiie B-ud 
that he and O'Donnell were not leaders, 
but among the smallest of the strikers, 
«ind as for himself he did not know if he 
was anv longer a member of the associa- 
tion, lie went on to say: ''1 mi^ht as 
well I'ome out Willi it and say that in- 
formations will be laid against Frick, 
Canugie and i'otter. Whether we will 
bring any one else into it I can not say 
at present. I tell you we will make this 
man Frick come down on his knees so 
hard that the souod.wUI be heard ia^ the 



furthest ( (vrner of clvnization.' "les," 
put in one of those present, "and once 
the warrants are issued we will have 
Carnegie extradited in short order." 

Aldennan McMaaters waited in his 
office until H o'clock, and then, none of 
the other accused men nutting in an ap- 
pearance, he committed the burgess to 
the county jail without bail pending a 
preliminary examination on Friday. In 
custmly of Constable Price and aceoni- 
panied bv .lerre Donijlierty, an official 
of the Amalgamated association, and 
Thomas Coc^^an and (ieorge Clark, mill 
)nen, he walked to the county jail. On 
the outside he shook hands with his 
friends, and then parsed through the 
iron gate. After being searched by 
Chief Warden McAleese, who found in 
his pockets nothing more dangeroua than 
the key to the Homestead lockup, he 

was taken to a oell on tha flnt tier and 
locktdup. Half an honr later he waa 

fa<:t asleep. 

Application for McLnckie's release on 
bail will \>r made today. 

HOMESTEAD EXCITED. 

FrIrkW I.utrsl llovu May Leud to Serioot 
Kcmiltii. 

HoMi-.sTKAD, Pa., July 1!).— Never 
pine the night that Qovenior Pattison 
ordered the state troops to Homestead 
was this little borough thrown into sach 

a st.ite of feverish excitement as it was 
yesterday evening when the news went 
abroad that warrants, charging the 
leaders of- the strike with wilful murder 
had been issued in Pittsburg, and that 
six of seven men charged had given 
themselves up to the authorities. 

About 8 o'clock in the afternoon two 
men walked into the office of 'Squire 
Kuhn, the local magistrate, and made 
some inquiries concerning the places of 
residence of Burgees McLuckie and 
other strike leaders. They refused to 
tell why they desired the information. 
The inquiries were continued at other 
places, and suspicion as to the real char- 
acter of the bnsinesa of the two men be- 
came aroused when they were recog- 
nized as Constables Price and Irwin. 

The suspicion was not verified, how- 
evt-r, v.titil about I uClock when T. H. 
W'lliiaiiisun. a member of the Home- 
stead bnrouf,'h council and also a mem- 
ber f)f the local advisory committee on 
the strike, arrived in Homesieail from 
Pittsburg- with the iid'orination that the 
warrants had Iwen issued. 

That news soon became noised about. 
While a Kus]>ieioii that the arrests were 
anticipated had been prevalent for two 
days, it was not supposed that the 
chaise air.'Uiist the strike leaders would 
K' S.I i-erious a one as murder, and the 
workin.i;nien were thrown into a state 
borileriiig on consternation by the dire- 
ful tidingp. 

C<iiuin;<. as tlie news did, directly 
after tl>e .victory of the Am-d;;amiited 
a'^.soei.itidn in the ret'u~::I of tho men in 
the mechanical depart laent of t!ie Car- 
negie works to accept the invitation of 
the linn to return to their old dutie.-^. it 
turiii-d jubilation to despondency, and 
broiiLchr tears to tlie eyes of nniny a 
man. whose heart was in the cause. A 
few tofik the news quietly, the greater 
number indulj^ed in bitter words, but 
to'ik care th.at outsiders were not near 
wlieii they spoke them. Women gave 
way to tears and deel.ii-ed that all was 
lost, while little children, seeinij their 
elders weep, clun« tremblingly to the 
dresses of their mothers, and did like- 
wise. 

Itiseertain tliat the leadera of the 
strike lia<l an inkling of what the Car- 
net;ie coinpanv' intended, but neverthe- 
less the iiov.-.-i that the warrants iiad 
been issued came like tho shiK-k ui a 
thunderbolt to tliem. They had exi)ect- 
ed that consjiiracy would \h' the most 
serious charge prefi-rrcil, if any, and 
"murder" had an ominous sound that 
foreboded grievous trouble. 

Ila^ty suinmoiis bron;^lit the leaders 
together at tlie lieadquarters of the a<l- 
vis'-ry coiiiiintti-e. a stone's thinw frma 
the e<ige of ( "amp 1.51aek. < )n the face of 
everv man was a si-rious, troubled look, 
and haste was made to lock the door of 
the consultation room that the new as- 
iiect that the situation had taken might 
1>! discussed without fear of betrayal. 

The niemliers of the town connc il aNn 
met. Their purpose was to consider the 
arre.st of .lolin ^IcLuckie, the burges.s of 
the town. 

In the absence of tlie burge.-s, Cliief 
Byrne, of the tire dep.irtnient. liecamt 
acting burgess. Wlien \old of the ar- 
rests, he at lii-t refu,,ed (o beheve that 
they had been made, tint when e. invinced 
that there was no mistake aluuii it, he 
expressed him.self in empliatic terms. 
He declared the aeiimi ui tlie Carnegie 
ciuiipHuy an outrage and a iiiosr dan:fer 
ons step to take in the i ■-eiit i xcited 
condition of the cominunits . He .said 
the whole blame of tlie matter rested 
upon Mr. Frick, and tl.at in his oiiinion 
it would react and Mr. i'^rick would lose 
more than lie would gain by the extreme 
Bten be liad tak( n. 

The two men who have done more 
than any dcen others to restrain the 
Mrikers from imlawful acts during the 
many exciting days since tlie i)atile with 
the i'inkerlons are Hugh O'Doiintdl and 
IJnige's MiLnckie. The removal of 
these two men from the town at this 
critiial time leaves tiie more hot heailed 
of the strikers with few ai)le tu keep 
them in (dicck in case an emergency 
arises, tending (o leail them to again re- 
sort to mob violent ('. 

The men of all grades of intelligence 
have great respect for these two men. 
They fairly worship O'Donnell. He is 
considered a young NaiJi)leon among 
them. He is a born leader, (juick to 
think and act; he is a man of remarka- 
ble intelligence, and has practically 
Kuided the workmen in their struggle. 
Burgesp McLuckie is also a counsel I lor 
of peaceful methods, and han done much 
to restrain the men from violence. He 
wa.s burgesf at the time of the strike of 
IKS!), and was elected by the workmen 
again this 3ear, as they saw another 
difficulty with the Carnegie company 
was bi'ewing. 

Suspicion that arrests wore to be ioade 
becii.me aroused at the singular action of 
bheriif McCl^ary and a d^uty in mak- 



ing a'tonr of tM town nndtofSioort of a 
battalion of troona. About 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon, IttaJorJ. P.ProiDks, of the 
Thirteenth refdment, receiTed orders 
from Colonel Green, the provost mar- 
shal, to taks comnsnles "D" and "E" 
of his regiment ana so with the sheriff. 
ThesolcUersfoUowea the sheriff and a 
deputy at a distance snffldent not to 
attract attention, bnt norarthelesa tus- 
pidon was exdted, and tha leadwa of 
the strike were informed of the peculiar 
action of Mr. McCleary. He utapptd at 
a number of places and made inquiries 
concerning the whereabonta 'of some of 
the leaders, bnt did not a n caaed in find- 
ing any of them. 

It is not beUered that the sheriff had 
the warranta in hia possession at the 
time, because hia aathority doaa not ex- 
tend to aenrlng them. 1m gtMNl ex- 
planation offered ia that he waa bent on 
gathering preHwinaiy infonaatian to 
give the constables In order to ftdUtate 
their quest. When a United Preas re- 
porter asked the sheriff, shortly after 
noon, whether he had any warrants for 
the leaders in his poasesaion, Mr. Mc- 
Cleary replied that he did not knowany- 
thing about such doi uments.

The girl's father was the first witness 
and he told of his wife's temporary in- 
sanity when her first child was bom and 
also of her mental condition when Alice 
was boni. 

While detailing the story, his daugh- 
ter smiled as if she thought the matter a 

huge joke.

Serious Accident on a Cana- 
dian Railroad. 



DEATH AND DESTRUCTION. 



Thra* People Killed Ontrlght and Qntt* 
a Niiiiiixr iijiii'iri savoral People 
MIsrIiik aixi <>>>•-■ iieiieved to Be Vader 
It Wrcekeil Cm Now In the Blver. 

AIt:RRiTTON. Ont.. .Tnly IB,— One of 
the worst railwiiy accidents that ever 
ha]ipcned in this vicinity occurred at 
\A'i ii'(li)ck ye^tcrilay morning. The 
mail tiain on tiie Welland di\isioii of 
the Oraud Trunk railway from Port 
Dalhnusie, bound south, and the accom- 
modarion train from Niagara Falla, 
Umni north, to connect with the steam* 
er Empress of India, met in collision a 
short distance north of this station at a 
iiarticnlarly bad p<dnt. A short wooden 
tiridge crosses the water power raceway 
and the engine of the boat train had just 
crossed it when tha trains met, and the 
two first coachea on the boat train were 
thrown from the track over the bank, 
plunging into the race stream which 
flows rabidly past. The engine was de- 
moliebea and thrown over the opposite 
bank. 

Three people were killed and quite a 
nnmber injured. The killed are: 
Si Chapman, engineer of the mail 

train, of Port Colbome. 

David Hunt, fireman of the boat train, 
of Niaoara Falls. 

H. 'vanslyke, of Buffalo, a passenger. 

The injured are: Conductor Boyle, 
severely cut about head, leg and arms; 
Brakeuum Peter Welsh, injured inter- 
nally, badly: Baggageman William 
Spratt. leg badly lacerated; Postal Clerk 
E. O. Boyle, slightly Injured in head: 
Express Mes.«enger Philip Qrobb, badly 
injured: Engineer Heslo]) and Fireman 
Powlej*, botu slightly injured: Brake- 
man Johnson, injiired in the heail. Sev- 
eral others are slightly injured, and 
there are several missing. 

It is difficult to arrive at the cause of 
the collision, bnt this much is known 
that the trains usually cross at Port 
Dalhonsie, and the train for the steamer 
being lute at Merritton. endeavored to 
make St. Catherines liefore meeting the 
mail train, with the above rf.snlt. Ow- 
ing to the position of the wreck it is im- 
nossible to tell whether all the dead 
nave been found. The smoker of the 
boat train pitched headlong into the 
r.aceway and it is under this car that it 
is supi)o.<ed there are yet some dead 
Ijodies, Both ; td is are' a total wreck 
and the small l-.^s of life is regarded aa 
almost a miracle.

Oflo«n. 



ftootlon 1 of Article 2 of the new Election 
law provides that " tlie Comity Cmirt of 
each county in tins State shall, on or be- 
fore the August term of said courts, 
diviile the Justices' districts of each of 
said counties into election precincts, and 
establish the name or number and boun- 
daries of same, and place of voting in each 
precinct. There shall be but one voting 
place in a precinct. Each precinct shall 
contain, as nearly as practicable, three 
hundred voten, based on the number of 
votes cast at the hist election for Presi- 
dential electors; but no precinct shall 
oontain more than three hondred and 
fifty voters. Tf at any election hereafter 
more than three hundred and fifty votes 
shall be caat at any voting place, it shall 
be the duty of the slieriff of the election 
in such precinct to reixjrt the same to the 
Oonnty Court, which shall at its next 
regular term divide such precinct as 
equally as possible, so that the new pre- 
cincts formed thereof shall each contain 
three hundred voters, as nearly as prac- 
ticable. If, for any good cause, an elec- 
tion can not be held at the house ap- 
pointed as the place of votiuK, the judges 
of the election may, oh the morning (f 
the election, adjourn it tn the ninpt con- 
venient place, after having publicly pro- 
claimed the change and potted notice of 
the same on said house." 

Section 2 of Article 3 reads as follows : 
"Each County Court shall annually at 
the August term thereof appoint in each 
election precinct ^wo judges, one clerk 
and one sheriff of election to act as such 
in their precinct, all of whom shall be 
discreet qualified voters of tlie precinct for 
which they are appointed, and siiall hold 
their offices until their successors are ap^ 
pointed and qualified, and so long as there 
are two distinct political parties in this 
Commonwealth, tlie judge, clerk and 
iheriff in ail elections by the people un- 
der the Constitution and lawS of the 
United States, and under the Constitution 
and laws of this State shall be so selected 
and appointed as tliat one of the judges 
at each placje of voting sliall be of one 
poHtical party, and the other juilge of the 
other or opposing political party ; and 
the like difference shall exist at each 
place of voting between the slieritT and 
clerk of elections : Provided that there ' 
be a BuiRoient number of persons of each 
political i)iuty resident in the several 
precincts to fill said ofiices." ' 

Captain John W. Hea^ley, Secretary of 
state, will send the first copies of the 
Election bill he receives from the printer 
to the County Court Clerks, in order that 
theymay inform thcinselvee at once as to 
the requirements of the law.
